Mosquitoes can be driven away from 


oomB by the smoke of insect-powder 
mrnt on a hot shotel. When it is not 
easy to get fire, put a bit of gnm-cam- 
ihor on a shovej, light, and the gum 
rill catch as quickly as alcohol, then 
sprinkle a tablespoont'ul of iniect-powder 
pyrethrum) on the flame, let it take 
ire, and blow out the blaze, close the 
windows, and let the smoke rise for five 
minutes. It will not injure walls or 
uraituro, and does not harm human 
aeings, though obnoxious to insects. 
Hanging a cloth on which a tcaspoonful 
of carbolic acid is poured, at the head 
of the bed, will keep mosquitoes away, 
and the writer has repeatedly gained a 
good night's sleep by this meann when 
others failed. Take care to place the 
cloth or sponge so that there is no dan- 
ger of touching it with the face or hands 
in the night, as the acid burns like 
caustic. 


It is not generally known, as it ought 


to be, that the remexly for burns by car- 
bolic acid is Canada fir balsam, Bproad 
on the part attacked. 


' A wash of fifteen or twenty drops of 


carbolic acid in a half-pint of water will 
immediately relieve the smart of mo- 
squito bite»j hwe«, priokly heat, and aU 
iiritations of the akin common in sum- 
mer, Ai the Anength of carbolic acid 
commonly sold varies, the dilution 
should be tented before using by wet- 
ting a small spot of skin. If it causes 
any burning in a moment or so, it is too 
strong, aud more water must be added 
The lotion was recommended by a city 
physician as in use in Bellevne Hospi- 
tal, and years of experience prove iti 
benefit.

the result being that it has swallowe' 
in that time a teaspoonful of warm 
water, which, BO far ftom being a harm 
ia good for it, and the process may b 
repeated hourly, or as often as the fre 
t^ng fits from teething begin. 


It is now the season when boys an< 


girls in the country giva their mothers 
sad nights by coming home in the mis- 
eries of poisoning by ivy. The irrita- 
tion by this poison w acute, as I have 
reason to know, but the speedy cure for 
it is a wash of oxali« acid, a teaspoonful 
of the salt to a pint of water, with which 
the poisoned spots arc bathed as often 
as they grow troublesome. The lotion 
smarts severely for a few minutes, but 
13 followed by cessation of the poison 
pain, which itches as if one could tear 
the part to pieces. The above may 
need reducing for young childicn. Slake 
it weak at first, and add grains of the 
salt till it is strong enough to give re- 
lief. 
A dessert spoonful of sweet oil 


taken daily is said to drive the poison 
oaf of the blood, but three severe casts 
were cured without it, to my knowledge, 
by the acid alone. It should not be put 
in tin or anything metallic, as it cor- 
rodes, and may form poisonous com- 
pounds.

those in the country, away from the 
drug-stores and doctors, to know, on th 
authority of Dr. Beach, the 
noti-.i 


botanic doctor, that a strong infusion ol 
yarrow (white tansy) and boneset is .1 
good substitute for quinine in fever and 
ague, or other malarious complaints. 
The plants should be gathered when in 
flower, and a double handful of each 
steeped in one quart of boiliug water 
and drank freely three or four times a 
day.

It seems to me tbat the people of the 
north do not comprehend the magnitude 
ot this movement, otherwise they would 
ctrtainly take a greater interest in the 
matter. So far our Association has ex- 
tended aid to about 4,000 destitute col- 
ored people. We have obtained em- 
ployment for them and placed them in 
sdch a situation that they are now self 
sustaining, but it has cost a great deal 
of money. We have received some aid 
from abroad, in fact from certain sec- 
tions of the country quite liberal dona- 
tions have come. The city of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, has given $1,600, but the 
great city of New York so far as I know 
has not given that many cents.
